H. G. OTIS ON PHILIPPINES. 


Returned 
American 
General 
De- 


clare* We Miut Uetnln Islauda. . 
Brigadier General Harrison Gray 


Otis, who arrived on the transport 
Grant recently, was not surprised upon 
his arrival at San Francisco to learn 
that the Philippine insurgents had sued 
for peace. He said in an interview: 


"Ignorance, bigotry and oriental fa- 


talism — thtir characteristics — have 
supported them so far 
Aguiualdo and 


bis advisers have deceived their follow- 
ers utterly! The reasoning of the Fili- 
pino pretender and his assistants is pe- 
culiar. They had watched the opposi- 
tion in tho United States to expansion 
and to the army reorganization bill and 
said to themselves that the army proper 
was composed of only 35,000 men, and 
many of ibeae would be in Cuba and 
elsewhere. 
They reasoned that they 


could raise 70,000 or 80,000 men and 
thus overwhelm the Americans with 
sheer numbers. 
They swashbnckled 


about and never realized their mistake 
until our guns brought death to thou- 
sands of them. They cannot tight a Jit- 
tie bit. They shoot over our heads with 
their rifles and into the ground with 
their cannon. 


"Aguinaldo is paying particular at- 


tention to the accumulation of wealth. 
When we entered Malolos the native 
priests, who ventured from their hiding 
places after the Filipinos had fled, told 
me orach of the chief. They said that 
he kept well in advance of his retreat- 
ing army at all times, riding alongside 
of his treasure train, which consisted of 
several country carta loaded with Mex- 
ican dollars and the archives of his 
portable government." 


General Otis said that he did not care 


to discuss in detail the policy of the 
government as to the Philippines, bnt 
believed in the imperative necessity of 
retaining the archipelago, now that it 
was in our possession, and enforcing the 
authority of the United States in the 
conquered territory justly, but firmly. 
The policy of Major General Elwell 
Otis, he said, had been a wise one, and 
he had shown a strong giasp of the sit- 
nation. The returned general added: 


"We should not for a moment think 


of giving up possession of the islands. 
Th'e natives are not capable of self gov- 
ernment. Having been given a test of 
American military strength, they vcill 
not much longer hold out against the 
American authority. It will not be hard 
to maintain peace in the islands."— 
New York Herald.

JtroUe Coiiditlona of His "Wager liy 


Borrowing Money — Carried Stan 
and Stripe* Through Spttlu—Won a 
Bride In a Jloni'cuiUc Way—Shot nt 
and Poisoned, unt Lnhnrt. 


The young man who started from Sun 


Francisco to walk around the world, 
beginning his tour in his lodgings in" 
Montgomers street, devoid of a thread 
of clothing, was a passenger on the Lu- 
cania, arriving at New York the other 
day. He ie Captc-in G. Melville Boyn- 
ton, the son of Melville C. Boynton, the 
cloak merchant of New York. 


Captain Boynfon had not left.his 


apartments on Aug. 18, 1897, before he 
had fashioned for himself a paper suit 
of clothes, and had not proceeded much 
farther before clothing moie durable 
than brown paper was presented to him. 
The conditions of his wager, made with 
Messrs. Mackey, Flood and Covington, 
required him to circle the globe with- 
out money and'on hospitality. The con- 
ditions were afterward broken, but the 
self confident young man has performed 
the equally sensational "stunt" of walk- 
ing through Spain wearing the stars 
and stripes. 


On his way to New York across the 


continent he was fired on by Indians in 
Utah, went two days and a half with- 
out food or water in the American des- 
ert, was picked up in a faint by a hos- 
pitable Mexican, was flung by a train 
in the Sand Patch tunnel on the B. and 
O., nearGlencoe, against a bowlder, and 
received an ugly cut on the head. Pres- 
ident McKinley at Washington wished 
him godspeed on Jan. 22, 1898. A friend 
paid his passage on the Londonian, and 
Boynton with much difficulty traveled 
throngh the United Kingdom. 


In Dublin the American was impress- 


ed by ibe portrait of a young lady, and, 
finding that the original was Miss Lan- 
der of Glasgow, he sought her out. It 
was a case of love before sight on each 
side. He left his bride with the pros- 
pect of an absence from her of years. 
Bets were made in the Hotel Cecil, 
London, that he would not be able to 
traverse Spain and live. With a pre- 
sented ticket he left London for Lisbon, 
Portugal, on July 30. 1898. At Elvas, 
Portugal, six miles from the Spanish 
frontier, a gentleman presented to him 
a swordstick with a Toledo three bladed 
steel. He had ali=o an automatic pistol 
firing 132 shots a minute. 


Producing his passport on Aug. 22, 


he waa refused admission to Spain. Re- 
tiring a mile,'he lay on his blanket till 
10 p. m., and then started to crawl 
across the frontier. He was fired at by 
d. Spanish 
sentinel, but ran for it, 


crossed the line and slept under an olive 
tree. Whilejfiining at Badajos, Spanish 
officers drew their blades, one of them 
observing that it was several weeks 
since he had killed a Yankee. Boynton 
laid his pistol at the side of his plate; 
the officers sheathed their swords. He 
was often arrested as an American spy, 
Lut his papers saved him. A Spanish 
muleteer came at him with a knife, and 
Boynton unsheathed his sword, pricked 
the muleteer, disarmed him and cap- 
tured the knife. 


In the Alhaiubra, Granada, the trav- 


eler met Miss Lilian L. Chaffeo of New 
York, who made for him a set of Amer- 
ican colors. These colors the captain 
wore for the last 1,322 miles of his 
Spanish journey. Another set of silken 
stars and stripes and a shoulder belt 
were made by Mrs. Victor M. Clement 
of San Francisco, whom he met alao in 
the Albambra in Granada. These he 
wore for about 1,000 miles. 


At Marbella stones were hurled at 


the Yankee. Before reaching Cartagena 
he inarched 9$ miles without tasting 
food. At Cartagena he waa mobbed 
by a crowd of several thousand, and 
a sailor, who had been, a stoker, on 
the Cristobal Colon, drew a knife on 
him just as both pedestrian and sailor 
were placed under arrest by tne police. 
At that moment Captain Boynton waa 
bowing and saying in Spanish, "Good 
evening, ladies and gentlemen." Tbe 
mob believed him craty. 


It was in Cartagena thai he borrow- 


ed £10, breaking his wager. At Elcha 
Spaniards gave him Indian fifca and 
wine,- the chemical 
combination of 


which is a deadly poison. He ate the 
flgs and went shy on the wine. At Va- 
lencia a Spanish soldier pnt poiflonjin

the insurance business. While he was 
still quite young his father waa the 
leading insurance man of New England, 
and the son became thoroughly versed 
in the business under his father's in- 
struction. But his career as an insur- 
ance man really began with his connec- 
tion with tbe Mutual Life of New York, 
of which company he waa for several 
years cashier. 


It was while occupying this position 


that he conceived the idea of the Equi- 
table society*-which owes its inception, 
growth and prominence in the insur- 
ance world to the vast energy and re- 
sources of mind of its founder. He con- 
fided.his plan to President Winston of 
the Mutual and wanted! him to assist 
in forming a new company on the 
Equitable plan. But Winston simply 
said that no man connected with the 
Mutual could be interested in any, other 
life insurance company. 


"Very well," said Hyde. "How long 


will it take to put through my resigna- 
tion?" 


"Not long," Winston replied. "I'll 


have your cash examined tomorrow." 


The cash was all right, and Hyde 


was soon at work laying the founda- 
tions for what has proved the most suc- 
cessful life insurance company in the 
world. 


Rush, push, push, was always the 


motto of Henry B. Hyde. He was al- 
ways looking for men who could place 
policies. He made it a point of honor to 
have each year's new business show an 
increase over that of the preceding year. 
In this line of work he was more suc- 
cessful than any other man in tbe busi- 
ness, and it is for this reason that the 
company thought a salary of i$100,000 
a moderate one for him. It is pointed 
out that in order to pay him this salary 
each policy holder had to contribute 
only about 10 cents a year. He believed 
thoroughly in life insurance, and car- 
ried heavy policies on his own life, 
amounting to something like $200,000. 


One of the greatest strokes ever made 


by Mr. Hyde was the payment of a 
$40;000 policy in a case which was dis- 
puted by all other companies having 
risks on the same man. It was in the 
famous contest of the heirs of Colonel 
Walton B. Dwight, who lived up in 
New York state and held policies on his 
life amounting to $956,000 in the vari- 
ons companies. 


Most fanciful and ridiculous excuses 


were made by most of tbe companies for 
not paying the policy, but Mr. Hyde 
sent one of his best men to investigate 
and report on the facts. He found that 
the' Dwight claim was perfectly legiti- 
mate, and recommendsd that the Equi- 
table pay its policy without delay. Mr. 
Hyd.e ordered a check drawn for the 
$40,000 policy held by Colonel Dwight 
in the Equitable, and as the case had 
attracted wide discussion, the news of 
this check was heralded throughout the 
world and proved a great advertisment. 


Naturally Mr. Hyde was ultra con- 


servative in bia views and habits. 
When the question was -np regarding 
rapid transit for New York, he stood in 
with Messrs. Gould, Sage and other 
capitalists to prevent the consummation 
of the underground plan. He was an 
important adviser in many other pro- 
posed public improvements, but always, 
befitting his extreme'modesty, he did 
most of his work secretly. 


Probably the moat unpleasant experi- 


ence he ever had waa developed from 
the burglarizwg of bis summer house 
near Babylon, N. Y., a few years ago. 
A large quantity of fine silverware was 
stolen, and Mr. Hyde offered, a reward 
of $1,000 for the capture and convic- 
tion of the thieves. The result was that 
all the telegraph operators on Long Is- 
land, the farmers, railroad men, tearn- 
stera, telephone girls and everybody else 
turned detective in the hope of winning 
that $1,000. Their many reports of 
having the thieves Jn custody led Mr. 
Hyde a terrible chase. It was not safe 
to mention the matter in his presence 
to the day be died.—New York World

AGUIKTALDO'S NEW CADSE, 


There is Jnat one thing regarding the 


Philippine situation that the adminis- 
tration is sure of. 
It 
knows that 


l&guinajdo is somewhere in the field be- 
hind an army that is fighting the forces 
and authority of the United States. We 
Bay "behind an army" advisedly, for 
Sio one has yet reported His Tin. "Whis- 
tle Majesty running the risk of getting 
gome of the tassels shot from his gold- 
mounted cane. The absolute unrelia- 
bility of the Filipino character has 
made it impossible for the administra- 
tion to know much regarding the rebels 
or their leaders in addition to the fact 
that they are in arms. The London 
JVipino junta publishes that it has a 
cable from Aguinaldo stating that the 
peace envoys to General 
Otis made 


their overtures without authority from 
him. The envoys first represented 
themselves as coining from General 
Luna and at the last conference with 
General Otis admitted that they had 
come from Aguinaldo himself. 


Now, 
who is lying? 
The London 


junta cannot be telling the truth if 
either of the two statements by the 
envoys was true. And we may put the 
question, was it Agiurialdo or was it 
Luna, who sent the envoys? Aguinaldo 
is a man of silly pride, and it may be 
that he is responsible for all of the 
misrepresentation. If he has any sense 
at all-he knows from the beginning that 
he could not conquer the United States 
in war. His game, no doubt, was to 
oppose the forces of the United States 
until the anti-administration sentiment 
in this country had broken McKinley's 
sword. Undoubtedly, from represen- 
tations made to him by Agoncillo and 
others, he has fancied himself haras- 
sing the United States army until he 
had frightened the American people 
out of their wits and into surrender. 
He is now at the end of his course. An

home enemies,

other tribes, are behind him, supplies 
and ammunition are running short, a 
horde of natives that fled with him as 
his army retreated are demanding food 
from him, and there are dissensions 
among his forces and 
counselors.

•use of his duplicity to save his silly 
pride. It will be remembered that the 
last word of the envoys was Aguinaldo 
must not surrender unless with "hon- 
or." Aguinaldo has ceased to fight for 
country or personal power and is now 
fighting for a bauble, to which he ex- 
pects the American people to defer. 
His surrender is inevitable and is near 
at hand.

"This remarkable charter was draft- 


ed by a board of fifteen 'freeholders,' 
who had been, in accordance with a. 
constitutional provision, elected in De- 
cember, 1897, for the purpose of pre- 
paring and proposing a charter for San 
Francisco. As required by the consti- 
tution, this board of freeholders, under 
the presidency of Joseph Britton, made 
its draft iof a charter within the ensu- 
ing 90 days after its election, and signed 
the document on March 25, 1S9S. It was 
submitted to the voters of San Fran- 
cisco, who duly ratified it on May 26, 
189S, and then had to await the approv- 
al of the legisalture. That approval 
was duly granted several weeks ago 
with the concurrence of the governor. 
The charter accordingly takes effect 
wth the beginning of next year, and the 
officers who are to exercise the func- 
tions set forth in its provisions will be 
elected, us wo have already remarked, 
next November. Thus the i-ity of Sau 
Francisco will have entered upon an 
extremely significant new era in its 
municipal lifo; and all Americans in- 
terested in the organization and gov- 
ernment of great towns of the country 
will be eager to follow the working of 
a charter that in many regards is high- 
ly commendable beyond all dispute, 
while in other respects it is designed 
to promote experiments that will help 
to settle questions now much disputed 
in more than one American municipal- 
ity."—From "The Now Sau Francisco 
Charter," by Albert Shaw, in the 
American Monthly Review of Reviews 
for May. 


"Has the public school done its work? 


Has education been always an un- 
mixed blessing to America and Ameri- 
cans? This question, cannot be an- 
swered so easily and positively as loyal 
sons of the republic may suppose. Two 
or three facts which come up in my 
memory seem to me to have a bearing 
on it. First: On the table before me 
lies the annual report of 1S9S of the 
inspectors of the eastern penitentiary 
in Pennsylvania. 
Here is one item: 


Ninety-one convicts who were in the 
prison last year had served one or more 
terms in. it before. Of these hardened 
offenders, only nine were unable to 
read and write. Of eight, no record 
had been kept; but, as the majority 
of them were forgers and counterfeit- 
ers', they evidently had received some 
mental training. The remaining seven- 
ty-four were all educated, having at- 
tended school for from two to nine 
years. Another fact: Three years af- 
ter the opening of free schools in Lon- 
don, 
a marked increase was noticed 


in the number of juvenile offenders in 
the city prisons and 
reformatories. 


There was, too, a change in the kind of 
crimes committed by them. The num- 
ber of boys and young men convicted oC 
forgery, grand larceny ami intricate 
swindling schemes, were more than 
doubled, while the number of sneak 
thieves, drunkards and pickpockets 
was lesened by one-half. 
As years 


passed ,the proportion of educated 
criminals 
largely 
increased."—From 


"The Curse in. Education," by Rebecca 
Harding Davis, in North American Re- 
view for May. 


"Every territorial acquisition of this 


country since the close of the revolu- 
tionary war was, at the outset of our 
control, placed under military rule. 
After the Louisiana purchase President 
Jefferson asked congress to provide a 
temporary form of government for tho 
vast new territory thus acquired, and 
a bill was promptly passed— 'a start- 
ling bill,' as Thomas H. Eenton called 
it—establishing the president in the 
place of the king of Spain at the head 
of the government, and giving him 
power 
to 
appoint officials without 


reference to the senate. To maintain 
his authority, lie wan authorized to 
employ the army and navy. It was' 
not until March, 1805, that the act es- 
tablishing a territorial government 
in Louisiana was passed, and mean- 
while its people complained that the 
president had appointed a govci-nor 
who was a stranger to their laws, man- 
ners, and language, and who had no 
personal interest in their prosperity. 
It was the great Thomas Jefferson who 
signed the act which disregarded the 
consent of the governed, the same 
Jefferson who wrote the Declaration of 
Independence. 
'The 
consent 
of 


the 
governed 
had 
become 
to 


him, hi the face of a grave emergency 
a mere sentimental phrase. After the 
purchase of Florida, congress, at the 
instigation of President Monroe, passed 
an act conferring on Andrew Jackson, 
the governor, the same powers as were 
wielded by the Spanish govemor, the 
this was denounced as harsh, lawless, 
and despotic. Bui. the administration 
and congress *i>.nctionecl it and tho 
army uphold it. 
At tho close of the 


war with Mexico, in 1848, which gavr 
us California, an offort, stimulated by 
the fltscovery of gold near Slitter's 
Mill, was made to confer statehood 
upon it. A military governor, General 
Bennett Riley, was appointed, with- 
out the consent of tho Mexican in- 
habitants, who out-numbered all the 
other population. The people protest- 
ed against the appointment by tho 
president of a military executive in 
time of peace, but General Riley's 
authority was maintained until the 
state 
government 
was 
organized. 


When Alaska was purchased, in 1867, 
the purchase was made without the 
consent of its people, and up to this 
hour it is without a local legislature or 
a representative in congress. Its posi- 
tion with reference to the United States 
is therefore analogous to tha.t of Porto 
Rico or the' Philippines. Congress en- 
acts lawn for its government, and they 
arc enforced by the clvio and military 
powers."—LfislID'S Weekly. 


"The Irish are a prolific race, and 


they are a moral race. To these cognate 
virtues they ctnjnm the 1'act of physi- 
cal excelelnce. 
Anthropologsts assign 


to them the highest plane in healthy 
manhood. The English race may, man 
for man, be the heavier; .but the Irish 
Celt is the more muscular and1 the 
better built The women of the Irish 
race have no superiors, in point of 
general comeliness, purity of life, and 
healthy femininity. To the integrity of 
conduct they add a cheerful and sym- 
pathetic temperament which enables 
them to surmount all trials and to 
brighten, tha places wherein they find 
a home. It is impossible to estimate 
the benefits which the coming of a 
people of such qualities as these con- 
ferred upon a decaying and morbid 
population such as existed in New | 
England and many other regions at the 
period when, tho Irish immigration set 
in, like a physiological gulf stream, to 
arrest the downward tendency. Two 
eminent medical authorities in Massa- 
chusetts, Dr. Allen and Dr. Jesse 
Chickering, in analyzing the registra- 
tion and census returns for that state 
30 years ago, declared that, wore it not 
for the foreign element, the popula- 
tion must in the course- of a few decades 
die out. There had been in Boston, ac- 
cording to their analysis, no natural 
increase in the American population; 
and in every place in tho state where 
Americans were 
settled 
the 
same 


startling phenomenon was witnessed. 
They raised the question whether this 
was due- to a higher civilization or a 
lower physical condition of woman- 
hood; and ho would be a bold umpire 
who would undertake to decide this 
point. If a high civilization were the 
cause, there is no reason to think that 
the standard has been lowered since 
then, nor that the physical condition 
of American womanhood has been ele- 
vated; for the same paucity of num- 
bers among American, families is no- 
ticeable still. A very cautious estimate 
of the number of Irish immigrants 
since the beginning of the century is 
four millions. There have been nearly 
four generations since then; and Irish 
families in this country are large— 
probably seven children on an average 
would not be too high an estimate. In 
Ireland, where, because of poverty, the 
marriages are few, the average is five. 
Could ^ e add to these four millions 
the hundreds of thousands who came 
from, time to time in. the preceding 
century, with any certainty of an. ap- 
proximate total, we might find our- 
selves confronted with the fact that 
one-half—possibly a good many more— 
of the people of this continent today 
have Irish blood in their veins. So 
much for the moral and physiological 
skies of the investigation"—''The Irish 
Leaven in American Progress," by 
John J. O'Shea, in the May Forum. 


WOLVES SWARM IN -CANADA. 


Settler*, laiinbermem Mid H«»ten 


Alwrmea by Tbeir I»ere»e. 


An enormous increase in the number 


of wolves ig reported from many parts 
of Canada. The most common variety 
in Canada is the great gray wolf, and 
its reappearance in the lumber districts 
of the upper Ottawa has created a good 
deal of alarm among settlers and lum- 
bermen in sparsely inhabited districts. 


A number of wolves have been de- 


stroyed by poison, and the skins and 
heads of several have been brought to 
Quebec. The only common poison found 
strong enough to kill them is strych- 
nine. Aconite, atropine and corrosive 
sublimate have all proved ineffective. 
About two grains of strychnia is mixed 
with a little tallow, forming a small 
ball, and covered with a coating of 
grease. This is left with a portion of a 
deer's carcass or something of that kind. 


Various reasons are given f 
the 


present increase in the number of 
wolves. One is undoubtedly the aboli- 
tion of the bounty on their heads paid 
some time ago by the Canadian govern- 
ment. In the Yukon, where they are 
just now a source of great annoyance 
to miners, the ferocious beasts have 
been apparently driven to follow the 
miners nearer to their camps than here- 
tofore by the decrease in the number 
of moose and caribou, which are being 
killed off by the newcomers, thus de- 
priving the wolves of their customary 
food. So dangerous have they become 
in the Klondike that the government 
of Canada is now employing a part of 
its Northwest mounted police force in 
poisoning them 
In other parts of the 


country it is said to be the abundance 
of gaiBQ that is answerable for the re- 
cent swarms of wolves in the neighbor- 
hood of civilisation. The red deer, of 
•which the wolves are particularly fond 
and which fall an easy prey when over- 
taken by them, hf»ve multiplied exceed- 
ingly all over the province of Quebec 
within the last year or two, so that in 
many parts of the country they have 
become a positive injury to farmers by 
feeding upon their crops. This increase 
in the natural food of the wolves has 
doubtless had much to do with the aug- 
mentation of their own numbers. They 
follow the deer very frequently right 
out into the clearings, and unless they 
are destroyed will not take long to de- 
plete the country 'of game. It is a well 
known fact that much of the suffering 
and distress of the Montagnais Indians 
of Canada in the interior of Labrador 
and of the consequent decrease in their 
number has been due to the great havoc 
wrought by wolves among the caribou 
upon which they feed.—New York Sun.

Dr. Lung of the Philadelphia acco-ri- 


panied the expedition. When the par y 
reached the German plantation Lie i- 
tenant" Cave asked Captain Hufnag 1, 
the German manager, if there were a r 
Samoans nenr. The manager said none 
had been t- re that day. At that very 
moment, a few hundred yards awa , 
was a large body of rebels. Hufnagel 
advised that a return home be made by 
the main road through the plantation, 
as no rebels had been about. Three other 
Germans he ird this conversation. 
No 


one gave any warning of danger. 


The return march to the beach was 


commenced, and no sooner had the men 
got out of the plantation when, at a herd 
in the roacl, '0 yards away, large num- 
bers of rebels were seen. A Colt auto- 
matic gun was brought forward. It re- 
fused to act. The rebels got off clear 
and a halt was made and the gun was 
fixed. The gun then worked all right j 
and the march was resumed, with t'-e 
friendly natives in the lead. Misled by 
the information of Hufnagel, it was de- 
cided to return by the main road. Tue 
open space where the Germans had been 
massacred, y Mataafa's men years ago 
was passed and the troops marched to a 
narrow gully, the sides of which were 
covered with buffalo grass. On top of 
the slope, just after the last of the troops 
had begun to march through the gully, 
the rebels fired upon them. The line was 
300 yards in length. The rebels were 
lying in the long grass, while some were 
in the tops of cocoanut trees. The Colt 
gun again refused to act, and while 
Lieutenant Lansdale was trying to fix it 
he was wounded in the knee. At the be- 
ginning of the firing Lieutenant Free- 
man was shot through the chest and fell 
dead. The friendly natives retreated at 
the first fire, the white force was too 
weak to cope with the rebels and the 
whole force was thrown into confusion. 
To retreat was imperative, and the auto- 
matic gun wa« abandoned after the am- 
munition had been scattered and the 
breach taken away, rendering it useless.

That the volume of all business booked 
is in excess of the average is generally 
conceded. In industrial lines activity Is 
most marked in delivery of goods on 
orders. 
Features are the continued 


heavy shipments of supplies in the iron 
and steel tr«de. 


The tone of general values is notably 


strong for the season, a prominent ex- 
ception being pork and hog products, 
which have been the sulbject of bearish 
nmr.ipula.tion. 
Cereals are generally 


firm. 


crop advices are contradictory, but 


good weather has made tor successful 
planting and growth of spring wheat, 
while foreign advices continue good and 
export demand is of only moderate pro- 
portions. This, coupled with smaller 
than expected decreases in world's sup- 
plies, acts as a check to values which 
might otherwise record the damage to 
the winter wheat crop. 


Raw cotton is rather weaker on im- 


proving weather and crop conditions, but 
manufactured goods are very firm. 


Wool markets note a change in the 


buying of large lots of domestic wools 
for speculation and prices are firm in 
sympathy with advanced quotations 
paid for iar§e lots of Australian bonded 
wool bought for re-export. 


Leather and hides are firm, and boot 


and shoe manufacturers are realizing 
advanced quotations.

When the American 
party reached the beach it was found 
four men were missing besides the offi- 
cers. They were Edsell and Butler of 
the Philadeiphia and Long and Prout 
from the British ships. 


Dr. Lung, who had been conspicuous 


for coolness and bravery under fire, took 
command of the American forces, and 
on the approach of reinforcements the 
rebels retired. Several of the Malietoan 
natives lost their lives. The decapi- 
tated bodies of the three officers were re- 
covered next morning and on Easter 
Sunday they were buried with the heads 
which had been recovered, by a French 
priest. All the leading American, ar.d 
British residents and officials were pres- 
ent. The Germans were absent, the only 
one attending 'being Pastor Mangraf, 
who had known Lansdale in ttie United 
States. The German warship Falke had 
her flag at half-mast and her officers sent 
ashore two wreaths entwined with tha 
German colors. 


In the fight 43 men were killed on the 


Mataafa side and 50 were wounded.

The continued rebel demonstrations 


south of Manila are causing no appre- 
hension to war department officials, as 
the Tsrigades of Ovenshine and Hall are 
said to be ample for every emergency. 


Together they have about 4GOO men, be- 


sides the Ninth and Twelfth regular in- 
fantry, who have just arrived at Ma- 
nila. Ovenshine's brigade consists of 
the Fourth and Fourteenth infantry, 
First Washington, two battalions of the 
First Idaho, one battalion of the First 
California and Dyer's and Hawthorne's 
batteries. Hall's brigade consists of the 
Seventeenth infantry and the First 
Wyoming. 


In view of these sharp demonstrations 


to the south, the work done by Lawton 
on his expedition to Laguna de Bay is 
receiving credit not heretofore accorded 
to it. One of the main results of the ex- 
pedition was to destroy the small craft 
by which the rebels mig-ht have crossed 
the lake and moved north on the rear of 
MacArthur's 
forces. 
Now they are 


hemmed in on a narrow strip of land be- 
tween the lake and the ocean, unable to 
cross the lake, while the march is too 
long to circle the lake to the south. 
Thus the work of Lawton is holding the 
rebels, some 9000 in nunYber, to the south, 
leaving Mac-irthur free from danger of 
an attack in force from the rear. 


The report that the Filipinos were try- 


ing to break through the American lines 
is evidence to the war department that 
this force is becoming short of supplies. 
It is evidently General Otis' intention 
to remain on the defensive so long as he 
can keep this force separate from the 
main body of Aguinaldo. 


It is said General Otis believes that he 


can starve this southern army into sub- 
mission. Malate is a suburb of Manila, 
n?ar the bay. The other point men- 
tioned in the dispatch, San Pedro Macati, 
is between Manila and Lagutia de Bay, 
and is one of the outposts which pro- 
tects the waterworks.

SMALL BOYS IN COURT, 


Another Children's Day With Several 


Trials. 


It was children's day in court again 


this morning, a number of small boys 
whose cases have been continued from 
time to time being in for trial. The 
group of ten who are charged with 
breaking and entering the house of 
Joseph Noel, and whose cases have 
been continued a number of times, had 
their cases again continued for two 
weeks, when it is expected that the 
state agent will be present to attend 
the trial. The boys looked as if they 
were beginning to think that they were 
being punished even before heing found 
guilty by having to appear in court so 
often on the same charge.

The Wide Tire Bill, 


Makers of roads and those who use 


them will be Interested in reading the 
draft of the senate bill to regulate the 
width of tires on draught wagons. A 
copy follows: 


Section 1. Whoever after the first day 


of January in the year 1900 uses a 
draught wagon upon any highway, 
road, street or way in this common- 
wealth having tires of iron or steel or 
any equally hard substance that are 
less in width than one and one-half 
times the diameter of the axle measured 
at the shoulder of the axle, shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding $100. 


Section 2. This act,f hall apply to all 


•wagons whose axles are two inches and 
upward in diameter, and shall include 
all stage coaches, barges, 
tally-ho 


coaches and fill passenger vehicles not 
built to run on iron or Fteel rails, and 
built to carry eight or mcip persons: 
provided, however, that wagon built 
with hollow axles shall have tires not 
less than the diameter of the axle 
measured at the shoulder of the axle, 
and that for ordinary 
trucking and 


teaming1 a tire more than four inches 
in width is not compulsory. 


Section S. This act shall not apply 


to wagons owned and used in this state 
on said January 1st. 


[Amended by the senate as follows: 


In section two, by striking out lines 9 
and 10 the words "for ordinary truck- 
ing and teaming," by adding at the end 
of section two the words "provided, 
however, that the provisions of this act 
shall not apply to vehicles used ex- 
clusively in the various cities of the 
commonwealth," and by adding the 
following new section: Section 4. This 
act shall take effect on the first day of 
January in the year 1902."] 


Maj. Whipp'.e in Youth's Companion 


This week's issue of the Youth's Com- 


panion has the following- version of the 
famous retort made by Major Whippl-e 
of Adams at the time of his enlist- 
ment for the Spanish war: 


Major Whlpple, of the Sec" d Massa- 


chusetts Regiment, had been a soldiei 
and an officer in the Civil war, and in 
the meantime had seen much service in 
the Massachusetts miltlia. When the 
Spanish war broke out, he wished to 
go to the front with his regiment. 


But all the officers, as well as the 


men, 
had to undergo a physical exami- 


nation, at Worcester. Major Whipple 
was a man of great bodily strength and 
perfect health and activity, but the 
lapse of time had left him a little de- 
ficient in the matter of teeth. An ex- 
amining surgeon pioposed to exclude 
him on that account. 


Then the major, who could not stand 


being shut out from the chance to serve 
his country in such an emergency, 
waxed wroth: 


"Look here," he exclaimed, "I am 


going down there to shoot Spaniards! 
I don't propose to eat them!" 


We do not know what answer, by 


word of mouth, the surg-on made to 
this protest, but the fact is that the 
major went to the war and distin- 
guished himself in it, even eating his 
share of hardtack with the rest, and 
escaping all the illnesses that fell to 
the lot of younger men.
